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I ke’s Aid Request 
Is Political Casualty 


It being election year and voters being 
fretted with taxes, the House Foreign Af- 
fairs Committee yesterday dealt a severe 
blow to President Eisenhower. 

It denied, by a substantial vote, his 
urgent and much emphasized request for 
long-term foreign aid authority. It agreed, 
instead, on a vague “statement of intent” 
to continue foreign aid as long as neces- 
sary to fight communism. 


This “statement,” unsupported by ap- 
propriations, is a fine example of getting 
off the political hook. The House refused 
to vote the needed authority or money— 
but piously declared itself against com- 
munism. It tied the President’s hands and 
makes it impossible for him or the State 
department to carry on such a fight. But 
it leaves the House committee on record 
as against‘communism. 

It is merely another example of po- 
litical hypocrisy. 

This newspaper had supported Presi- 
dent Eisenhower in his request. He needs, 
as will the next president, more author- 
ity and assurance of long-term financial 
backing in a revision of foreign aid poli- 
cies. The House committee action is en- 
tirely political and a perfect example of 
duplicity. 

But it also is an inescapable fact the 

Eisenhower administration has been so 
inept and inconsistent in its conduct of 
foreign affairs as to make one despair of 
its: ability. 
* For example, the administration was 
discovered in another blunder Wednesday 
2 shipment of arms to Saudi Arabia. 
For months we have been deploring send- 
ing arms into that troubled area. We have 
requested all nations to refrain. 


And now we, ourselves, are revealed as 
guilty. 

Saudi Arabia has been the nation 
which has supplied the money to keep 
Jordan in a state of unrest and near an- 
archy. The Saud family feud with its 
Hashemite rivals is financed by oil reve- 
nues from American companies. They 
can hardly dictate how those royalties 
should be spent. But for the United States 
to be supplying war materiel just when 
the Middle East has quieted down is an 
inexcusable, reprehensible act. 

On the same day Egypt signed a trade 
agreement with Red China. This again 
opens the Middle East to influences from 
another Communist power. 

Great Britain, too, has announced an 
enlargement of trade with the same 
country. 

But before Americans protest, let them 
note well that we will not broaden our 
trade with either of these countries and 
they must trade to live. 

This is precisely why the President 
asked for, and should have, greater au- 
thority across a longer term of years. 

We trust the House will reverse the 
committee—but have no idea it will, This 
is an election year and politics is being 
put ahead of the country’s welfare. |

One-Man Government 


DeKalb County citizens have turned 
their backs on the past and half a cen- 
tury of one-man rule by voting decisive- 
ly to adopt a commission form of govern- 
ment. 

The new form, providing for a chair- 
man and four part-time commissioners, 
goes into effect the first of next January. 
The voters will fill these vacancies in the 
September Democratic primary. 

More than 20,000 DeKalb residents 
cast their votes in Wednesday’s special 
election. In addition to changing the form 
of their government, they rejected the 
bid of Wheat Williams, the county’s last 
lone Commissioner, to carry over as chair- 
man of the new group. 

Mr. Williams has been in office since 
January, 1955, a period of difficult ad- 
justment to the county’s mushroom 
growth, There can be little doubt that his 
rejection was not so much personal as 
symbolic. Adolescence is painful and De- 
Kalb has been showing all the symptoms 
of that awkward age for a number of 
years. 

DeKalb outgrew one-man government 
during the period that Scott Candler, Mr. 
Williams’ predecessor, ruled the county. 
The change approved by the voters is 
wise. By providing a more flexible system, 
the county should continue its progress 
as a vital part of the Metropolitan Atlanta 
area.

Future Hospital Costs Are 


Certain To Continue Upward 


The financial headache of maintaining adequate hospital sery ice 
across the country now promises to be chronic. For an authority 
warns that we can expect hospital costs to rise about 5 per cent an- 


nually for a number of years. 


This is the prediction of Ray E. Brown, 


president of the American Hospital Assn., who recently completed a 
study of hospital costs and services durjng the period 1946-1954. 


Two sets of figures he has com- 
piled vividly illustrate the expen- 
sive outlook. 

‘The average cost per patient 
for all short-term, general hospi- 
tals in the United States during 
1946 was $9.39"’, says Dr. Brown 
in an article in the journal of the 
American Hospital Assn. “By 
1954 this cost has risen to $21.76, 
an increase of 132 per cent.” 

This rapid rise in cost’ essen- 
tially is sparked by the fact that 
hospitals are personal service in- 
stitutions, according to Dr. 
Brown, It takes a lot more money 
to hire people these days, he says. 

“Over the years ahead as the 
general labor force continues to 
receive its rightful share of the 
proceeds from increases in salary 
without comparable benefits from 
increased productivity hospitals 
will be compelled to give equal in- 
creases in salary without compar- 
able benefits from increased pro 
ductivity,” he notes. . 

Lack of competition for female 
help before World War II kept 
hospital wage scales low in those 
times. Now women, who make up 
a large part of the average hos- 
pital’s work force, are in much 
greater demand and their sala- 
ries must be upgraded to meet 
the going wage rates of industry 

Dr. Brown also ‘states that 
between 1946 and 1954 the number 
of persons admitted to hospitals 
jumped from 10.3 to 12.6 out 
of,each 100 of the country’s popu. 
lation, 

He feels these statistics give 
evidence that the time has not 
arrived when ‘‘the public’s ability 


to secure adequate hospital care 
is endangered by the mounting 
cost of that care.” 

This is encouraging. Yet it 
should not be concluded that ev- 
ery American is able to afford 
hospital care. And if it were pos- 
sible to have lower rates there is 
no telling how many persons 
would seek hospitalization. 

Certainly a close watch must 
be kept to make sure that hospi- 
tal costs do not go beyond the 
reach of the majority of citizens. 

At the same time Dr. Brown 
urges the public,. as we do, to try 
and understand the reasons for 
hospital expenses and the need 
for judicious use of their services.

reason you wall have to wait a long time for justice is that the whole 


federal judiciary is so overworked, 


with accumulated cases that in 


many 


so undermanned and so clogged 
districts it takes from 12 


months to four years for a case, once entered, to be tried. 


This egregious, wasteful. unfair 
delay is getting worse, not better. 


The tendency, I suspect, is to 
think of the federal judicial sys- 


tem as a pretty massive operation 
in resources and in personnel. It 
isn't. Far from it. 

How many persons would you 
guess make up the whole judicial 
system? There are 300 judges and 
4,000 employes. The entire federal 
judiciar,, including the admin- 
istrative office, is operated on a 
budget half as large as the Bureau 
of Indian Affairs. 

The neglect of our courts is re- 
flected in the constantly mounting 
unfinished case load. In nearly ev- 
ery single year for the past 14 
years the civil cases commenced 
have exceeded those completed. In 
1955 the pending case load was 
nearly 150 per cent greater than 
in 1941. In only one or two circuits 
has the situation improved. © In 
most jurisdictions it is continuous- 
ly worse. In the third circuit, for 
example, the courts have never 
been up to date once during the 
past 33 years. 

Isn't it time 
done about it?

NOW COMES woula-be bagpipe artist Eugene Hamilton. 

Hamilton, 21-year-old Emory senior from Macon, has ac- 
quired a set of genuine handmade pipes w'th an elaborate bel- 
lows from Edinburgh, Scotland. They cost him 19 pounds, five 
shillings and took all of seven months to arrive. (He ordered 
them through a Scotch friend last fall; the same bagpipes, 
bought in th.
